The committe had. taken the 
matter into conside#ftion, and after a good deal 
of thought had came to the conclusion that the 
only way of dealing with it was to'railin the 
ground with iron railings, OF cour e this 
railing in would ‘entail a considerable expen- 
diture. .They bad no title to the ground, which 
belonged to the Crowa-and was for the public; 
benefit, sa’ that before the cammmittee called 
them togetherthey thought they, ought to get 
an estimate as,to what these railings, would 
cost, ‘They had done s0, and as far as they 
could gather the cast_would be about $3,200 
They had $4,990 in te Bank, The committee 
communicated with the Goverment, who ap: 
proved of the proposal and also agreed to 
pay one-third of the cast. (Hear, hear), 

- Answering a question, the Chairman said. it 
was proposed that’ the railing “should be five 
feet high and chat there should be four’ giites, 
which should be closed at night. :

It is, undeniable ‘that the American iron 
works operate under decidedly more favourable’ 
sconditions of production than our own. An 
important [actor in ese conditions is the ‘fact 
that the United States possesses far richer and 
mare Widely-distributed irdn-ore' deposits than, 
Germany, While we are largely dependent 


upon imported ores—espectally, Swedish---the | 


American iron works fiad their raw material at 
home. ‘Te this must be added the ‘other ‘um: 
portant advantage that the construction and 
equipment of their iron and stcel work far excel 
thase of Germany and indeed every other 
European country. Tn America we find what 
seems ta us an astomshing substitution of 
machinery for manual labour. Only in the 
most necessary details is hand tabour now 
employed. Such a vast atid skilful applica: 
tion of machinery offers especial advantage 
ina time like this, when manual labour 
is costly and difficull to’ obtain. Finally 
cones. the enormous advantage which 
the Americans enjoy through the high develop: 
nient of their railway system. The industries 
have at their command a railway system which 
far surpasses in, cheapness’ and efficiency of 
service anything known in Europe. ‘The first 
sight of the tracks and cyvipment of an Ame- 
rican railroad makes upon a German an impes- 
ing impression. ‘Their freight cars of all classés 
far surpass in size and carryi ity those 
ofthe German railways. “There track system, 
is relatively broader and stronger han ours. 
Special trucks for freight Wains secure rapid, 
almost unbroken traMc. A widely developed 
system of branch and. side railways (feeders) 
sustains the traffic of the principal lines, “Phe 
tates for freight are excesrively low.” “While on 
the German railways the cost of freight per'ton 
kilometer is (excepting some unimportant spe- 
cial tariffs):2.2 pfennijss, in America‘the corres: 
ponding rate is only 0,6 pfennig per wilometer, 
“Under these conditions, the German’ iron 
industry finds in that of the United Stites its 
greatest, Most important, and most dangerous 
compelitur, just at present, the iull force of this | 
compelition is not apparent lecatse there is 
an enormous home denynd for iron, and steed 
in America. Several shipments of American 
foundry pig iron to Germany prove, however, 
that we have in future to reckon with the ‘comn- 
‘petition of. American metal here at home. 
Those shipments were ordered by -German 
consumers of pig iron because they were in 
urgent need, of raw material, The belief that 
the competition of the American ‘iron industry 
is not yet to be seridusly feared. may still be 
cherished in spite of the zreat development of 
trusts, concerning whose productive capacity 
many large figures have been published which 
it is impossivle to verify and which are prob- 
ably exaggerated. ! 

But where once a relapse occurs in the 
American market or a weakening of demand in 
the world's metal markets, then we shall have 
to reckon witha sharp and powerful competi 
‘tion from America, especially in heavy plates, 
structural steel and iron and rails, for the pro- 
duction of all these in the United States is on, 
an enormous scale. Above all is this true in 
respect to rails, whe production of which is 
developed to an astonishing degree: .Works 
which. produce only one type of rails are not 
uncommon, aur 

The German, iron and’ steel works "must 
follow the American example, and by a greatly 
enlarged use of machinery reduce the cost of 
production and protect themselves from future 
contingencies in the labour market, “There is 
also ugsently required for our industry much 
lower freight rates and the construction of 
special lines and extra tracks for freiglit traffic. 
In this respect, also, America is a model.and 
example for us to follow. : 


PROFESSOR KOCH ON MALARIA, 


Professor Koch has published his second 
report on his expedition’ to the Far Hast ‘to 
investigate the invand nature, of malaria. 
He refers especially to Isis researches in Dutch 
India from Sept. 21 to Dec, 12, 1899. 

His (wo headquarters i Java were “Batavin 
and Ambarawa, The opportunities for research 
in the former place were fewer than the Pro- 


fessor had been Iced to expect, nialaria cases |” 


having diminished in the Jast 15 years more 
than 50 per cent., probably on account of the 
free distribution of quinine to the inhabitants, 
2,000 kilograinmes having been dealt out. 
on an average in the last to years, and 
2,304 kilogrammes being used in 1899 up 
to the beginning of October.) The stay 
of the expedition in Datavia was -utilised to 
‘test by means of monkeys how far malaria is 
transferable to animals. “Seven animals (three 
orangautangs, three //y/obates aytits, and ane 
Uylobates syndactvlus) were Anjected_ with 
malaria- blood taken‘ from patients suffering 
with tertian and tropical ague. ‘The animals 
were, however, never infected, But although 
animals like human’ beings, si as monkeys, 
be i i ia, it must not be 
supposed, the Professor says, that other animals 
cannot harbour malaria parasites in their blood.” 
,Man is the only bearer of these parisites, a fact 
ost important for the fighting of malaria. 

Herr Koch's investigations in Ambarawa, in 
Central Java, situated south of the harbour of 
Samarang, where auch rice is cultivated, were 
very interesting.‘ Despite the swampincss of 
this district very few cases of malaria were 
found among adults, 21 cases being reported 
‘in two weeks. Professor Koch having noticed 
in South Africa that children were especially 
liable to infection, examined children in three 
different villages. tn the first village 9'2 per 
cént., in ‘the second 12 per cent. and in the 
third 238 per cent. were found to have 
malaria parasites'in. their blood, 16 per cent, 
15'5 per cent, and'41 per cent. in three, 
villages icing infected‘in their tender years. 
This shows that, in order to find out 
whether a district is malarial or not, children, 


should be the first examined, Anyone having | 


had malaria when a child is Jess fiable to have 
it in later years. in‘ Tosari,.in the Tenger. 
Hills district, which was always said to be free 
of mosquitoes ‘and of malaria, children swho 
were examined were, found without exception 
exempt. It is holeworlty that’ they is no 
cultivation of rice there, Actording- to Herr 
Koch’s investigalions, the grqwing .of rice and | 
the presence of mosq uitoes g6 -hand in -hand.

. BULLER’S “FORLORN HOPE. 


AN INTERESTING REVIEW, 


Mr. Winston Churchill, in the course éf one 
of his despatches to the Mforningr Post, gives a. 
most instructive review of the situation in Na- 
tal before the movements of ‘Lord Roberts 
placed a different complexion on affairs in Na- 
t He refers to the original error of selecting. 
Ladysmith as a strategic military centre, which 
was pointed ‘out by General Buller, The mis- 
take, however, was persisied in. - At the begin- 
ning of the war Sir George White arrived 
and found nearly £1,000,000 worth of stores at’ 
Ladysmith, and that the town was'considered a 
ereat military depot and strategic centre. Sir 
Redvers Buller, knowing the enormous difficul- 
ties of the country: between Chieveley and 
Ladysmith, from the first fegarded the effort 
to relieve Ladysmith as a “forlon hope,” 
and did not feel justified in ‘ordering a subor- 

‘dinate to perform such a doubtful task. The 
straordinary strength which the enemy’s pasi- 
layed, the German attaché observed, 
required two Anny Corps as the attacking force. 
Alter the arrival of reinforcements an effort was 
made by fointing at Potgieter's Urift and strik- 
ing at Trichard’s Drift. This very nearly  stc- 
eceded, but at the critical moment Sir Gharles* 
Warren shrank fronvordering a bloody frontal 
assault on the Boer right in its second position! 
Captured Boers all express amazement that the 
relieving army should attempt what they con: 
sider the ulterly impossible task of breaking 
through. However, with the view of relieving 
the pressure on Sir George White by keeping 
sthe bulk of the Boer forces along the Tugela 
occupied, and with the hope, ifthe ground was 
fyund_favourable, of making a lodgement in the 
Laiysmith plain from which a base might: be 
made to extricate Sir George White, General 
‘Buller again attacked, capturing the ¥aal 
Krantz ridge, In the event, Vaal’ Krantz prov- 
ed unsuited. is dere 
_ Mr Winston ‘Churchill continues: General 
Buller gave, the artillery one try to kick the 
enemy out of their positions, but the disappear- 
ing mountings and extreme range of their guns 
protected them. Perhaps it would have been 
possible, owing the. excellent quality. of the 
troops, to thrust the enemy back or off Brak-’ 
fontein or Doorn Kloof-—preferably Doorn 
Kloof—but the operation would probably have 
cost 3,000 men, and, since two brigades | 
as least must keep the door open beliind us, 
too. few would .bave remained to attack the 
further Boer entrenchments which obstruct the: 
Ladysmith plain. [f Buller's. force were only 
aLadysmith reliefcolumn all might have been 
staked on the issue of a battle, with the balance 
of chance heavily arainst us. But-General 
Buller had. to remember that his army was also 
the only army for the defence of the rest of 
Natal. He, therefore, decided to withdraw and 


try elsewhere. The public-must realise plainly 
the fact that the relief of Ladysmith ‘would 
strain the energies ofan army of 50,000 men, 
and ,that "100,000 would be no unnecessary 


number.
